Worked It Out Alone on Hotel Roo 


William E. D. Stokes, Jr., twelr 


years old, sou of the proprietor of a 
apartment hotel iu New York c-ity, ha 
astounded experts in wireless traus 
mission of messages by electrical en 
erg}' by designing what he calls a "re 
ceivirg box." 
His contrivance no 


only catches dispatches sent in the or 
dinary code used by the Marconi and 
De Forest systems, but reproduces th 
•words and sounds of wireless telephony 
in volume deep enough to be heard a 
a distance of four feet from the ap 
paratus. 


Working alone and concealing the 


secret of his invention from his f.ither 
the boy stuck to the completion of his 
task all of a recent day and well into 
the night The next day about noon 
he had perfected the last coil in the 
mysterious "box1* and ran down from 
the roof to his father's office on the 
sixteenth floor, shouting: 


"Come up, pop! 
Come up! 
She's 


talking all right: Come and listen!' 


Stokes senior had indulged' his son 


for more than a year with electrical 
devices of different characters and 
had permitted him to string wires be- 
tween the two towers on the roof of 
the building and connect them viith a 
dynamo in the dynamo room of the 
building. 
The father had heard the 


click of the dot and dash snatched 
from the air, which -was not entirely 
new, but he was wholly unprepared, 
says the New York World, for the 
demonstration that greeted him when 
he was called to the roof by the eager 
youngster. 


"Just -wait a minute," exclaimed W. 


E. D. junior as he opened a -square re- 
ceptacle and turned a lever. 
Instant- 


' ly there came the sound of a human 
voice with a metallic twang. 


"Do you catch my signal?" -were the 


•words. "Is that right? Say"— 


There "was a break and an indistinct 


buzz on the wire. The young inventor 
moved his lever the fraction of an 
inch. 


"I won't stand for this," -was the 


message roared out 
"You go to that 


firehouse and see if you can't get a bet- 
ter connection." 


The elder Stokes was 
speechless 


•with, astonishment There was no in- 
dication of where the messages came 
from. 
The first -was presumed to be 


from Philadelphia, where secret ex- 
periments are being made in wireless 
telephoning to connect -with the tower 
of the Metropolitan Life building in 
Js'ew York city. This supposition was 
borne out by another message that 
came when the lever was moved back 
to the point it first covered. The tone 
and inflection of the voice were the 
same:

"Do you understand 
that, pop?*'

blasting from five to eight feet a day, 
according to the stories of the friends 
of the new device. 


By Mr. Proctor's invention progress 


of twenty feet a day is promised, while 
a rate all the way up to sixty feet a 
day is confidently expected, with a 
profit in earning capacity of l?500 a day 
over present methods, to say nothing 
of the elimination of the noise of blast- 
ing and of dangerous accidents. 


The new machine is a steel construe, 


tion twenty-three feet long, running 
on a track and actuated by an engine 
of 500 horsepower, with a cylindrical 
head eight feet in diameter, in which 
the potent mechanism of the whole 
operates. This mechanism comprises 
twenty-four separate drills so directed 
as to deliver GOO slanting blows a min- 
ute upon the face of the rock, the 
whole head constantly revolving slow- 
ly. 


The pressure of the head against the 


face of the rock is kept up by the 
power of the driving engine, M-hich for 
this purpose is geared down from 200 
revolutions a minute to 100. Then 
rock chips are gathered up by the ro- 
tating head and dumped into recepta- 
cles on a conveying belt which deliv- 
er them to cars at the rear of the ma- 
chine. 


Only two men are required to oper- 


ate the machine, the engineer and a 
man who keeps busy directing the va- 
rious details of its work.

PLANTS AS ANIMALS. 


harles Darwin's Son Says They Have 


Memory, Habits and Moods. 


Francis Darwin, a son of Charles 


Darwin, the author of "The Origin of 
Species," who delivered the presiden- 
ial address at the opening of the Brit- 
sh Scientific association at Dublin the 
other day, is the first botanical presi- 
dent at the association's annual meet- 
ings for forty years. Few more i mag- 
native and more original speeches 
iave teen delivered from the presi- 
dential chair than his. though the sci- 
entific audience shook their heads. 
Mr. Darwin said he appeared as the 
hanipion of a lost cause—the doctrine 
)f the inheritance of acquired charac- 
ers. 
His argument was that plants must 


)e classed as animals in the way they 
espond to touch. He advanced proof 
o show that plants have memory, can 
.evelop habits aud behave differently 
ccordiag to what we may call their 
mood. Ele went so far, in fact as to 
argue that there is in plants soine- 
Qing that corresponds very nearly to 
be nervous system in animals, and he 
isserted that plants are quite as sen- 
itive to certain agencies as animals 
nd quite as capable of telegraphing 
rom one part of the organism to an- 
ther. 
"We must believe," Mr. Darwm said, 
that in plants there exists a faint 
opy of what we call consciousness in 
urselves." 
Growth itself, in his view, was a sort 
f habit made possible by memory in 
lie cells, so that growth could be 
hanged at any period of progress by 
lie surrounding if not by a sort of 
ree will. These changes in growth 
re rernembpred by successive jrenera- 
ons and in this way among the plnnts 
nd lower animals. At any rate, ac-

Professor Ncllijriui says (hat it 
Is surprising how little is generally 
known about the proper carriage, 
stride aud breathing In this form of 
exercise. The carriage and stride on :i 
•level country road differ, of cotnve, 
from those that are best for a hilly 
country, and differences in build make 
it impossible for :ill to \\nlU ulILe, j(it 
certain fundamental rules should be 
followed as far as possible. These the 
writer proceeds to give in brief as fol- 
lows: 


For ordinary walking on city streets or 
\ level country roads the front upper 
chest^should be raised In order to (jive 
full play to the lungs and heart. l\»r- 
siatent attention to this position of the 
chest, combined -with deep breathing, will 
secure the formation of a most desirable 
habit and will naturally assist in keeping 
the shoulders In their proper place. By 
th!s method a natural but not constrain- 
ed position of the shoulders can be ac- 
quired. 


The stride should be shorter and slo*.ver, 


in long distance walking than In s'.iort, 
lest too long and fast a stride cause ex- 
haustion and destroy both the pleasure 
and profit of the exercise. For ordinary 
walking the military stride of thirty 
inches and 120 paces per minute Is about 
right for the average man and is the re- 
sult of much experience. For tall, active 
men and for speed purposes the military 
stride is too short and slow, and the pe- 
destrian must use Ills own judgment and 
learn from experience. In races of from 
one to ten miles the writer, who is five 
feet eleven and three-fourths inches in 
height, frequently strode three fMt nine 
inches at the rate of 175,steps per minute. 


Some v.-riters claim that the body should 


be inclined forward even when walking 
on level ground, for the reason that this 
favors speed, giving the Indian's gait as 
an example. Others claim that walking 
is a series of falls from one foot to the 
other, and therefore for speed purpos&s 
it is necessary to lean forward. 
Such 


writers seem to. forget that the momen- 
tum gained while going at the rate of 
five miles an hour Is considerable, and if 
at the same time the body Is inclined for- 
ward Jt brings an undue strain "upon the 
muscles which were intended to hold the 
body erect. The best argument against 
this is that the erect position favors a 
longer and faster stride when walking on 
level ground than is possible in the bent 
position, and, furthermore, the upright 
position Is loss tiring. The best long and 
short distance walkers In the world, with 
very few exceptions, carry the body erect. 


The principal reason In favor of the 


upright position, Professor Kelligan 
tells us, is the lessened strain on the 
large muscles in the back and the con- 
sequent saving of energy. 
Women 


especially should maintain this position 
to obtain the best results. Bertha von 
Hillen, the greatest woman walker, 
was perfectly erect. To quote further: 


The main difference between the long 
and short distance walkers is in the posi- 
tion of the leg as the heel strikes the 
ground. In long distance walking there is, 
more action, at the knees and less move- 
ment—at the hips, ^and" this results in a. 
shorter stride. The knee is'sligTitly'TJe'nt 
in some cases as the heel touches the 
ground, while in others the knee is bent 
just after the straight leg touches the 
earth. 
Either method of bending the 


knee relieves the jar and also the nervous 
strain caused by speed walking. 
For short distances at the greatest pos- 


sible speed, as in athletic competitions, 
the leg in all cases must be straight and 
the knee stiff as the heel touches the 
ground, and the knee must remain stiff 
throughout the stride until the heel of 
the following foot is placed for the next 
stride. There Js also a peculiar hip ac- 
tion, known among racing men as the 
roll, which is -very exhausting. 
The 


shoulders and arms are swung~"violently 
forward and upward, and the whole gait 
is purely artificial and tiring, requires 
long practice, is not at all pleasing to 
witness and is apt to degenerate into a 
very awkward run.

POSITION SHOULD BE KNOWN 


Would He Avoid Supreme Court De- 


cision by Taxing Only Incomes From 
Labor or Would He Have the States 
Pay According to Population? 


Mr. Taft's views on the income tax 


deserve more attention than they have 
received. In his speech of acceptance 
he snys: 


"I believe that an income tax, when 


the protective system of customs and 
the Internal revenue tax shall not fur- 
nish income enough for governmental 
needs, can and should be devised 
which, under the decisions of the su- 
preme court, will conform to the con- 
stitution." 


From these words we learn when 


Mr. Taft would have an income tax 
enacted and what sort of income tax 
he thinks "should be devised."
